The demand for fine Peonies is growing with each year, and every 
florist should have at least a small plantation of them from which to 
supply his trade, both for the plants and for cutting. 

The stock which we shall deliver this fall will not be fresh divisions, 
but one-year-old clumps, divided last fall, and now in magnificent 
growth; they are much superior in quality to freshly cut divisions.
